Walk  To  The  Game, 
Reduce  Congestion 


A campaign  to  reduce  some  of 
the  traffic  congestion  at  Satur- 
day’s BYU-Utah  State  football 
game  is  underway  at  Brigham 
Young  University  this  week. 

Students  on  campus  are  being 
asked  to  “walk  to  the  game”  to 
eliminate  some  of  the  automobile 
traffic  that  delayed  fans  at  last 
week’s  home  opener. 

IT  TAKES  TIME 

“I  think  most  fans  forgot  that 
it  takes  time  to  buck  the  traffic 
that  seems  to  hit  as  game  time 
approaches,”  said  Swen  Nielsen, 
head  of  BYU’s  Security  Office. 

“There  would  be  fewer  snarls 
and  a smoother  flow  of  traffic 
if  we  could  get  the  fans  to  arrive 


on  the  scene  a little  earlier,”  Niel- 
sen said. 

In  addition  to  having  the  stu- 
dents and  others  in  proximity  of 
the  stadium  walk  to  the  game, 
Nielsen  offered  the  following  sug- 
gestions : 

^ Come  early— and  provide  a 
little  margin  of  time  for  the  un- 
expected. 

^ If  you  plan  to  motor  to  the 
game,  form  a car  pool  with  fri- 
ends and  thus  eliminate  the  use 
of  a second  car. 

0 Use  parking  lots  elsewhere 
on  campus  where  there  is  less 
traffic  and  less  chance  for  con- 
gestion. 

0 While  driving,  use  patience 
and  exercise  caution. 


the  whistle  or  apply  the  brakes 
on  the  thing,  I wouldn’t  feel  so 
uneasy,”  complained  Kalb. 

Referring  to  the  American  idea 
that  Russia  and  the  US  will  in  the 
future  join  forces  against  China, 
was  senseless  according  to  Kalb.

“The  Soviet  Union  today  stands 
at  that  important  point,”  noted 
Kalb,  “they  can  go  on  with  their 
ideological  society  or  change.” 

With  much  speculation  he  de- 
clared that  “Russia  MAY  be  mel- 
lowing, deviating  from  the  strict 
Stalinism.” 

“Anything  could  happen,”  he 
continued  referring  to  the  pre- 
sent US-German  and  US-Japan 
friendships. 

“Perhaps  it  is  possible  for  the 
US  and  Soviet  Union  to  get  togeth- 
er—there’s  the  same  possibility  for 
US-Chinese  harmony.” 

Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  follow- 
ed the  address  by  informing  the 
students,  who  filled  only  three- 
fourths  of  the  fieldhouse,  that  au- 
thorities recently  stated  that  the 
Brigham  Young  University  boasted 
one  of  the  two  best  college  and  ly- 
ceum  programs  in  the  nation. 


BYU,  Utags 
To  Line  Up 
Saturday

Few  phenomena  stir  the  emo- 
tions like  college  football  rivalries. 

One  of  the  most  lively  resumes 
at  1 p.m.  Saturday  in  Cougar  Sta- 
dium as  intra-state  rivals  Brigham 
Yeung  University  and  Utah  State 
University  square  off  for  the  42nd 
time. 

Utah  State’s  Aggies  have  been 
victorious  24  times  while  the  Cou- 
gars have  triumphed  but  14.  There 
have  been  three  ties  in  the  series. 

In  1964,  Coach  Tommy  Hud- 
septh’s  first  year  at  BYU,  the 
Aggies  had  rolled  to  four  straight 
wins  over  the  Cougars  and  were 
heavily  favored  to  make  it  five 
in  a row. 

WE  WON 

The  new  Cougar  head  mentor  got 
his  young  crew  way  “up”  for  the 
Farmers  that  year,  though,  and 
the  result  was  a 28-18  victory  for 
BYU. 

Last  year  at  Logan  the  talents 
of  quarterback  Ron  Edwards  and 
Fullback  Roy  Shivers  (now  play- 
ing professional  football)  proved 
too  much  for  the  Cougars  to  over- 
come as  the  Aggies  came  through 
with  a 36-22  win. 

Coach  Hudspeth  should  have  lit- 
tle trouble  getting  his  gridders 
“up”  for  the  Aggies.  The  Cougars 
hate  to  lose,  and  they  haven’t  for- 
gotten the  1965  loss. 

Virgil  Carter,  BYU’s  versatile 
field  general,  had  a sensational  day 
against  USU  in  that  wild  contest 
that  few  who  saw  it  will  forget. 

Shrivers  put  on  a dazzling  dis- 
play of  power,  gaining  180  yards 
in  the  game  and  averaging  8.6 
yards  per  carry.  He  also  gained 
35  yards  more  as  a pass  receiver, 
as  Edwards— a great  scrambling 
quarterback— threw  three  touch- 
down passes. 

Fortunately  for  the  Cougars, 
Shivers  is  gone  and  Edwards  is 
not  expected  to  play,  after  suffer- 
ing an  injury  in  USU’s  loss  to  New 
Mexico  State  last  Saturday. 

INJURIES  A FACTOR 

Injuries — especially  the  one  to 
Edwards — could  be  a big  factor 
in  this  BYU-USU  meeting.  Defen- 
sive stalwart  Spain  Musgrove  is  not 
expected  to  play,  and  linemen  Dew- 
ey Czupka  and  A1  Vermeil  will  be 
playing  with  hip  pointers. 

Aggie  Coach  Tony  Knap  is  report- 
edly set  to  use  sophomore  quarter- 
backs John  Pappas  and  Jim  Har- 
rop  against  the  Cougars,  while  Don 
Norris,  217-lb.  senior,  is  slated  to 
replace  Musgrove  at  right  tackle. 

COUGAR  MISSING 

BYU  will  be  without  the  services 
of  starting  offensive  guard  Rich 
Lopez,  who  is  out  with  a bad  knee. 
Tackle  Tom  Baltzer  will  move  to 
Lopez’  spot  and  Max  Huber  will 
take  over  Baltzer’s  position  on  the 
starting  line.

This  large,  round,  wooden  object  is  cov- 
ered with  small  engraved  metal  squares 
containing  figures  and  dates. 

Yep,  it’s  the  Wagon  Wlieel,  and  to  tiie 
victor  of  the  game  this  Saturday  goes  this 
particular  spoil. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  old  wheel 
has  become  the  object  of  some  mighty  in- 
teresting “Cougar-Aggie  hijinks.”  Matter  of 
fact,  its  becoming  almost  as  popular  as  the 
painting  the  Block  Y or  U that  goes  on 
around  football  time. 

Two  autumns  ago,  it  was  “spirited” 
away  from  its  resting  place  at  Utah  Sta^ 
University  to  arrive  in  Provo  several  days 
before  the  game.  That  Saturday  afternoon, 
a stunned  IGth-ranked  Aggie  team  fell  be- 
fore a Homecoming-backed  Cougar  squad, 
and  the  wheel  was  rightfully  here  to  stay.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Emphati- 
cally denying  any  plans  for  wage- 
price  controls,  Treasury  Secretary 
Henry  H,  Fowler  said  Thursday 
the  nation’s  economy  had  impro- 
ved except  for  a “recession”  in 
home  building. 

Fowler  discussed  the  economy 
while  urging  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  to  approve  President 
Johnson’s  program  for  a pinpointed 
attack  on  inflation. 

The  Committe  is  considering  the  ( 
House-passed  version  of  a bill  to 
suspend  for  16  months  the  7 per- 
cent tax  credit  for  corporate  plant 
investment.  The  bill  would  also 
suspend  rapid  tax  write-offs  for 
building  depreciation. 

“We’re  getting  a much  more  des- 
irable rate  of  economic  expansion 
now  than  last  year,”  Fowler  said. 
“Demand  isn’t  outracing  product- 
ion like  it  was  at  this  time  last 
year.
